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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


We  Must  Not  Fail 

THE  campaign  for  increased  endowment  and  capital 
outlay  must  succeed.  This  campaign  has  now  been 
in  progress  for  nearly  two  years,  and  comes  to  a  close 
on  December  31  of  this  year.  We  are  still  far  short 
of  the  goal,  and  time  has  become  of  the  essence. 

The  response  of  the  church  as 
a  whole  has  been  disappointing, 
though  a  number  of  the  churches 
have  met  their  quotas,  some  even 
exceeding  them.  What  is  so  urgent 
now  is  that  in  order  to  obtain  from 
the  General  Education  Board  an- 
other #100,000.00  it  is  necessary 
to  have  in  hand  in  cash  or  securi- 
ties the  sum  of  $400,000.00  addi- 
tional, and  this  must  be  in  hand  on 
December  31.  Of  the  $400,000.00 
additional  needed  we  have  in  cash 
and  in  pledges  about  $200,000.00. 
We  are,  therefore,  approximately 
#200,000.00  short  of  the  sum  needed. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  when  the 
amount  raised  reached  the  first 
#400,000.00  something  more  than 
a  year  ago,  the  General  Educa- 
tion Board  then  gave  to  the  college 
$100,000.00,  and  the  condition  of 
the  second  $100,000.00  is  as  above 
stated.  The  General  Education 
Board,  while  generous,  goes  on  the 
well-established  principle  that  it 
will  help  those  who  help  themselves. 

The  Alumni  have  responded 
splendidly  to  the  Alumni  Fund,  and 

what  this  means  to  the  college  has  often  been  emphasized. 
This  fund,  however,  is  allocated  for  definite  purposes. 

Unfortunately,  the  college  does  not  have  many  wealthy 
men  among  its  Alumni,  but  still  there  are  a  number  who 
could  contribute  most  substantially,  and  some  of  them 
have  already  done  so.  But  whether  an  alumnus  is  able  to 
contribute  any  great  amount  himself,  it  is  true  that  many 
Alumni  have  intimate  contacts  with  people  of  substantial 
means  who  might  readily  become  interested  in  the  college 
and  aid  in  bringing  to  a  successful  conclusion  this  most 
important  undertaking.  What  this  would  mean  to  the 
college  is  hard  to  measure.  Not  only  will  it  enable  the 
institution  to  obtain  more  teachers  and  instructors, 
many  substantial  additions  to  our  library,  to  our  labora- 
tories and   equipment,   but   it   would   give  the  college  a 
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standing  which  it  does  not  now  possess.  By  this,  it  is  not 
meant  that  in  the  character  of  work  done  and  in  the 
achievements  of  its  graduates  the  college  does  not  measure 
up  to  the  highest  standards.  However,  there  are  certain 
somewhat  seemingly  arbitrary  conditions  set  up  by 
Educational  Associations  and  other  groups  which  stress 
such  matters  as  size  of  endowment,  number  of  books  in 
the  library,  the  scale  of  salaries  paid 
professors  and  instructors,  and  the 
like,  which  have  to  be  met  in  order 
to  receive  the  recognition  to  which 
the  college  is  entitled  and  which 
it  deserves.  That  Hampden-Sydney 
is  doing  and  has  been  doing  fine 
work  is  recognized.  This  is  mani- 
fested by  the  high  standards  at- 
tained by  our  graduates  in  post- 
graduate schools  and  in  their  chosen 
professions  or  occupations.  That 
the  college  has  been  able  to  main- 
tain such  a  high  position  with  its 
limited  endowment  and  inadequate 
equipment  in  some  departments, 
is  a  thing  in  which  all  the  sons  of 
the  college  may  justly  take  pride. 
Every  alumnus  and  every  friend 
of  the  college  is  urged  between 
now  and  the  end  of  this  year  to  do 
all  he  can  to  meet  the  reasonable 
conditions  required  by  the  General 
Education  Board.  To  lose  this 
$100,000.00  would  be  nothing  short 
of  a  calamity.  However  valuable 
the  work  of  the  college  has  been, 
with  adequate  endowment  and 
equipment  it  can  go  forward  to 
higher  achievement  and  service  to  the  country.  Let  us 
all,  therefore,  unite  in  one  concentrated  effort  to  bring 
about  the  success  of  the  campaign. 


Alexander  W.  Weddell 

THE  tragic  death  of  Alexander  W.  Weddell  and  his 
gracious  wife  in  a  railroad  accident  in  Arizona,  New 
Year's  Day,  brought  sorrow  to  a  host  of  admirers  and 
friends.  This  college  community  shared  in  that  sorrow. 
While  Mr.  Weddell  was  not  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  his  distinguished  father,  who  became  a  beloved 
minister  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  received  his  academic 
training  here,  having  been  a  student  at  college  from  1857 
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to  i860.  He  left  college  and  entered  the  Confederate 
Army,  was  a  first  lieutenant,  and  was  also  in  the  secret 
service  of  the  Confederate  States  Government.  Mr. 
Weddell  always  felt  a  lively  and  warm  interest  in  his 
father's  Alma  Mater,  and  the  college  honored  itself  and 
Mr.  Weddell  in  conferring  on  him  the  honorary  degree 
of  LL.  D.  in  1930.  Mr.  Weddell  was  then  Ambassador  to 
Spain,  but  was  present  to  receive  this  degree. 

His  was  a  career  of  great  distinction  in  the  diplomatic 
service.  He  was  a  member  of  the  diplomatic  corps  in 
Greece,  in  India  and  in  Mexico,  and  also  had  been  an 
ambassador  to  the  Argentine  Republic.  His  contribution 
to  the  good  will  and  understanding  between  the  United 
States  and  all  of  the  countries  in  which  he  served  was  of 
great  value. 

After  his  retirement  from  the  diplomatic  service  he  took 
up  his  residence  in  Richmond,  his  old  home  city,  and 
purchased,  pulled  down,  and  brought  from  England 
Warwick  Priory.  This  handsome  structure  was  re-built 
on  the  outskirts  of  Richmond  and  known  as  the  Virginia 
House,  where  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weddell  made  their  home. 
There  they  in  this  beautiful  and  charmingly  appointed 
home  entertained  almost  every  dignitary  who  found  his 
way  to  Richmond,  and  in  a  manner  which  few  in  that 
city  were  capable  of  doing.  His  splendid  hospitality  was 
known  and  appreciated  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
Mr.  Weddell  took  the  liveliest  interest  in  everything 
pertaining  to  his  native  State  of  Virginia,  especially  in 
matters  historical,  and  Mrs.  Weddell  shared  this  interest 
with  him.  He  was  president  of  the  Virginia  Historical 
Society  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  always  said  he  con- 
sidered this  one  of  the  highest  honors  which  had  come  to 
him.  Both  he  and  Mrs.  Weddell  were  interested  in  every 
worthwhile  civic  movement,  giving  generously  both  their 
time  and  means. 

Mr.  Weddell  was  a  man  of  commanding  appearance 
and  of  the  most  courtly  manner.  No  one  could  have  filled 
the  role  of  host  more  graciously.  In  the  entire  history  of 
the  state  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  private  citizen  ever 
occupied  a  position  of  such  regard  and  esteem.  The  press 
upon  his  untimely  death  paid  the  highest  tribute  to  him 
and  deplored  his  loss.  There  are  probably  few  cases  on 
record  where  husband  and  wife  were  so  interested  and 
concerned  in  the  same  things.  They  cooperated  in  every 
way.  Their  respective  wills,  almost  identical,  reflected  this 
unanimity  of  interest.  They  disposed  of  almost  their 
entire  estates  to  worthwhile  causes  and  institutions.  The 
Virginia  Historical  Society  itself  was  provided  with  a 
handsome  endowment.  Churches  and  other  institutions 
were  also  remembered.  Nor  did  they  forget  Hampden- 
Sydney,  which  was  also  generously  remembered. 

The  State  of  Virginia  has  sustained  a  loss  of  a  most 
unusual  kind.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weddell  might  have  been 
called  the  unofficial  host  and  hostess  of  Virginia.  The 
position  in  this  field  which  they  occupied  will  doubtless 
never  be  filled. 

We  Face  Another  Critical 
International  Situation 

SOVIET  RUSSIA  by  reason  of  that  government's 
persistent  blocking  of  every  move  made  towards  a 
stable  peace,  its  consistent  and  determined  effort  by 
whatever  means  to  bring  under  the  Iron  Curtain  nation 
after  nation,  has  brought  about  strained  relations  with  the 


United  States,  its  former  ally,  fraught  with  danger  to  the 
whole  world.  As  this  is  written  Russia  has  directed  that 
all  transportation  by  rail,  highway  or  water  which  passes 
through  the  Russian  Zone  in  Berlin,  be  subjected  to  Rus- 
sian inspection.  Unfortunately,  our  military  and  civilian 
personnel  in  Berlin,  together  with  supplies  for  them, 
must  pass  through  this  Russian  Zone.  This  high-handed 
act  in  contravention  of  understanding  and  agreement  has 
created  a  tense  and  explosive  situation.  This  is  just  one 
more  effort  of  the  most  flagrant  kind  on  the  part  of  Russia 
to  force  the  British,  French  and  ourselves  out  of  Berlin. 
But  as  stated  by  General  Lucius  D.  Clay,  our  commander 
in  Germany,  who  is  wholeheartedly  supported  by  our 
government,  we  are  in  Berlin  to  stay.  Our  commander  at 
once  refused  to  submit  to  the  inspection  demanded  by  the 
Russians,  and  in  order  to  supply  our  personnel  we  have 
resorted  to  transportation  by  air.  A  clash  at  any  time  may 
take  place,  and  no  one  can  foresee  the  consequences. 
Already  a  Russian  fighter  plane  following  without  reason 
or  excuse  a  British  transport  plane  came  in  contact  with 
the  transport  causing  both  planes  to  crash  and  killing  all 
the  occupants. 

It  is  unthinkable  that  any  pressure  will  force  us  and  the 
French  and  British  to  quit  Berlin.  Should  our  forces  leave 
that  city  under  this  pressure  it  would  mean  a  complete 
loss  of  prestige.  It  would  be  a  victory  for  the  communists 
and  throw  the  nations  of  Europe  outside  of  the  Iron 
Curtain  into  a  state  of  utter  discouragement,  wreck  the 
Marshall  Plan,  and  cause  the  collapse  of  Western  Europe. 

Our  government  has  at  long  last  realized  that  no  con- 
cession made  by  us  to  Russia  accomplishes  anything,  but 
on  the  contrary  encourages  the  Soviet  Government  to 
increase  its  demands  with  the  confidence  that  those  de- 
mands will  be  yielded  to.  Appeasement  in  the  slightest 
degree  should  never  again  be  resorted  to. 

The  ruthless  taking  over  of  Czechoslovakia  and  now 
this  irritating  and  indefensible  action  of  the  Soviets  with 
respect  to  Berlin  have  perhaps  produced  a  good  effect  on 
the  people  of  this  country.  It  has  hastened  the  passage  of 
the  6  billion  European  Recovery  Plan,  given  impetus  to 
reactivating  Selective  Service  and  given  some  hope  that 
universal  military  training  will  be  provided  for.  Of  course, 
the  enactment  of  these  measures  will  seriously  affect  the 
attendance  in  our  colleges  and  universities,  and  many 
oppose  them  on  the  ground  that  they  will  interrupt  the 
education  of  our  young  men,  just  as  was  the  case  with 
.  Selective  Service  during  the  war.  One  of  the  arguments  is 
that  this  is  what  some  are  pleased  to  call  peace  time  con- 
scription. However,  preparedness  has  become  absolutely 
essential.  Having  been  caught  unprepared  in  the  last 
two  wars,  occasioning  sacrifice  and  cost  far  beyond  what 
would  have  been  the  case  had  we  been  prepared,  we  must 
not  let  this  happen  again.  As  has  been  often  pointed  out, 
Russia  knows  no  argument  but  the  argument  of  force, 
and  that  government  must  be  convinced  that  we  have  the 
force  and  will  be  able  to  apply  it  should  it  become  neces- 
sary. Had  a  million  of  our  trained  troops  been  kept  in 
Germany  after  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  Russia  would  not  have  attempted,  far  less 
succeeded,  in  drawing  under  the  folds  of  the  Iron  Curtain 
such  countries  as  Rumania,  Yugoslavia,  Hungary  and  now 
Czechoslovakia.  That,  however,  is  now  water  over  the 
dam. 

It  would  seem  that  a  first  step  would  be  the  revival  of 
the  Selective  Service,  then  the  passage  of  the  universal 
military  training  program,  and  the  creation  as  speedily 
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as  possible  of  a  powerful  air  force.  This  government, 
that  of  Britain  and  France  and  the  other  democratic 
nations  of  Western  Europe  must  stand  firmly  together  to 
prevent  further  Russian  expansion,  which  means  the 
spread  of  that  greatest  of  all  evils — Communism. 


Commencement 

The  Commencement  dates  for  the  one  hundred  and 
seventy-second  session  of  the  College  are  May  30- 
June  1,  1948.  On  Sunday,  May  30,  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon  will  be  preached  in  College  Church  by  Doctor 
fames  A.  Jones,  pastor  of  the  Myers  Park  Presbyterian 
Church,  Charlotte,  N.  C.  Monday  afternoon,  May  31, 
there  will  be  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  that  evening  Music  Hour  will  be  held  in  College 
Church.  Commencement  exercises  are  Tuesday  morning, 
June  1,  followed  by  the  Alumni  luncheon  at  noon  and  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  at 
2:00  P.  M.  in  Bagby  Hall.  The  Commencement  speaker 
will  be  Doctor  Theodore  F.  Adams,  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Richmond,  Va. 


Heroism  Rewarded 

Lieutenant  (jg)  Charles  Armistead  Blanton  II,  Class  of 
'46,  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  and 
Gold  Stars  in  lieu  of  a  second  and  third  Air  Medal.  He  was 
cited  for  heroism  and  extraordinary  achievement  in 
flight  as  pilot  of  a  Torpedo  Plane  during  action  against 
Japanese  forces  in  Bougainville  and  Rabaul  in  April  and 
May  1944. 

This  gentleman  is  a  son  of  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton, 
'io,  and  is  a  grandson  of  our  dear  friend  Dr.  Charles  A. 
Blanton,  Trustee  of  the  College  since  191 1.  He  is  also  a 
grandson  of  Rev.  Frank  T.  McFaden,  D.  D.,  Class  of 
1886,  a  trustee  of  the  College  1894-1923.  If  there  is  any 
potency  in  heredity,  this  young  man  should  attain  dis- 
tinction in  civil  life  as  well  as  in  U.  S.  N.  R.

William  Edwin  Hemphill 

Gold  Star  Honor  Roll  of  Virginians 
in  the  Second  World  War 

Mr.  William  S.  Lacy,  Jr.,  '29,  is  managing  editor  of 
The  Commonwealth,  official  organ  of  the  Virginia  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  From  his  publication  of  February 
1948,  we  copy  such  notes  as  space  permits  in  regard  to 
Gold  Star  Honor  Roll  of  Virginians  in  the  Second  World 
War,  a  volume  recently  issued  by  the  editor,  Dr.  William 
Edwin  Hemphill,  Class  of  1932,  Director  of  Virginia  War 
History  Commission.  The  volume  consists  of  371  pages, 
including  an  alphabetical  index  which  makes  reference 
easy  to  any  desired  name  or  item.  "The  volume  lists  by 
counties  and  cities  about  8,800  names  of  men  and  women 
associated  with  Virginia  .  .  .  who  died  while  serving  in 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  of  its  allies  during 
1940-46,  of  eleven  whose  death  from  service-connected 
causes  occurred  after  their  discharge,  and  of  149  who  died 
while  serving  in  certain  unarmed  civilian  organizations." 
"It  is  the  first  record  of  a  State's  losses  in  life  in  the 
Second  World  War  to  be  issued  in  book  form  by  any  of 
the  war  records  offices  and  war  history  agencies  that  have 
been  established  in  about  forty  states."  The  volume 
contains  a  portrait  and  biographical  sketch  of  each  of 
eight  Virginians  to  whom  the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  was  awarded  posthumously.  "It  records  the  name, 
rank  or  rating,  and  branch  of  service  of  the  war  dead, 
and  the  name,  post  office,  and  relationship  of  each  respec- 
tive next  of  kin." 

"Dr.  Hemphill  contributed  to  the  book  some  thirty 
pages  of  prefatory  explanation  and  scholarly  comment" 
and  Ex-Governor  Darden  wrote  an  approving  foreword. 
The  book  is  the  product  of  careful  and  patient  investiga- 
tion ;  it  contains  material  that  without  a  competent  histori- 
cal searcher,  like  Dr.  Hemphill,  would  have  been  lost." 

Mr.  Lacy  is  to  be  complimented  on  calling  attention  to 
this  book:  the  Commission  should  be  thanked  for  in- 
augurating this  work  and  Dr.  Hemphill  is  to  be  commended 
and  congratulated  for  the  manner  of  its  completion.

Without  the  slightest  pressure  the 
amount  this  year  reached  #39,650.00.  If  only  our  in- 
terested Alumni  will  make  an  unusual  effort,  the  #100,000 
will  be  raised. 

We  have  today  on  the  second  #100,000  the  following 
amounts  from  the  churches  of  Synod,  the  8th  Alumni 
Fund,  and  friends: 

In  cash #132,500.00 

In  pledges 68,000.00 

With  regard  to  the  pledges,  we  cannot  expect  all  of  them 
to  be  paid  prior  to  December  31,  of  this  year.  This  fact 
necessitates  the  demand  for  additional  cash  because  the 
General  Education  Board  will  not  accept  pledges  of  any 
description. 

We  have  nearly  six  months  before  starting  our  next 
Fund,  which  will  be  our  9th.  Even  so,  this  is  a  most 
earnest  appeal  to  every  Alumnus  to  plan  to  do  two  things: 
make  his  contribution  as  generous  and  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, and  try  to  enlist  the  aid  of  others  who  are  not  Alumni.

He  has  put  his  heart, 
soul  and  a  great  deal  of  physical  strength  into  the  effort 
to  raise  funds  for  the  College,  no  stone  having  been  left 


unturned.  A  remarkable  job  can  be  credited  to  our 
energetic  President.  Hampden-Sydney  needs  additional 
money  very  much  and  it  is  for  the  College  that  he  has 
been  working.  The  months  remaining  in  1948  will  "tell 
the  tale" — and  it  would  be  a  calamity  as  far  as  both  Dr. 
Gammon  and  the  College  are  concerned,  to  fail  to  earn 
the  second  #100,000. 

There  are  only  three  sources  from  which  gifts  for  the 
College  can  come: — 

1.  Gifts  of  Alumni — including  amount  subscribed  to 
Alumni  Fund. 

2.  Gifts  and  bequests  of  interested  friends  other  than 
Alumni. 

3.  The  Synod  of  Virginia. 

The  success  of  the  Alumni  Fund  has  proven  that  Alumni 
will  give  to  Hampden-Sydney.  Each  of  us  now  has  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  gift  that  earns  a  gift.  Please  do 
not  wait  until  December  31,  1948,  to  make  your  Fund 
pledge — and  you  needn't  even  wait  another  minute  if 
you  want  to  give  immediately  to  the  1948-49  Alumni 
Fund.  As  stated  by  Dr.  Gammon,  at  least  #100,000 
should  be  forthcoming  from  this  source  alone. 

During  recent  years  more  people  than  ever  have  proven 
their  interest  in  and  friendship  for  Hampden-Sydney  by 
their  gifts  to  the  College.  Have  you  some  well-to-do 
friend  who  is  looking  for  a  place  to  make  dollars  count?

The  Synod  of  Virginia  has  not  as  yet  raised  the  #500,000 
authorized.

Churches  which  in  the  past 
have  not  made  special  gifts  to  Hampden-Sydney,  have 
lately  done  so  because  of  the  Synod's  campaign.  They  now 
know  something  of  supporting  their  own.  Have  those  of 
you  who  are  Presbyterians  followed  the  campaign  in  your 
own  church  and  presbytery?  Our  Presbyterian  Alumni 
are  best  equipped  to  push  the  Synod's  campaign — we  are 
the  real  friends  of  the  College  within  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia. If  Alumni  in  a  church  which  has  been  asked  to  give, 
are  not  enthusiastic  about  Hampden-Sydney,  how  can 
other  members  be  expected  to  manifest  interest?  Make 
our  present  financial  goal  clear  to  your  fellow  church 
members,  impressing  upon  them  the  fact  that  an  op- 
portunity exists  for  Hampden-Sydney. 

Let's  throw  our  full  support  behind  the  drive  to  complete 
the  task  ahead.  Consider  the  three  sources  of  gifts  men- 
tioned above  and  determine  upon  how  you  can  be  of 
greatest  help.  We  must  earn  that  #100,000 — Hampden- 
Sydney  must  not  be  denied  this  substantial  sum!

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Elizabeth  Guerrant  Dickinson(1852-1948) 

Miss  E.  G.  Dickinson  was  born  at  "Springfield,"  near 
Worsham,  Va.,on  June  22,  1852,  and  died  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va.,  January  2,  1948.  She  was  the  eldest  daughter 
of  Judge  Asa  Dupuy  Dickinson  of  Prince  Edward  and 
his  second  wife,  Sarah  Cabell  Irvine,  of  Bedford  County, 
Va.  Judge  Dickinson  was  a  prominent  man  in  his  county 
and  in  the  State.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Virginia,  member  of  the  Confederate  House 
of  Representatives,  Judge  of  the  3d  Virginia  Circuit 
Court  under  the  Old  System,  and  a  trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  from  1847  to  his  death  July  19,  1884. 

The  family  was  large.  Miss  Betty's  father  was  married 
twice.  The  first  wife  (nee  Michaux  of  "Cork,"  Prince 
Edward  County),  left  two  sons,  Captain  Robert  M. 
Dickinson,  '60,  and  John  Purnell  Dickinson,  '64,  both  of 
the  Confederate  States  Army.  Of  the  second  marriage 
there  were  four  sons — Irvine  and  Clement  C.  Dickinson 
both  of  the  Class  of  1869, Thomas  H.,'70,  and  Asa  Dupuy, 
Jr.,  '77,  and  four  daughters — Miss  Elizabeth  G.  of  whom 
we  write,  Miss  Anna,  Miss  Sallie  Cabell,  Miss  Sedden 
(Mrs.  Horace  Lacy),  and  Miss  Juliette  (Mrs.  W.  C. 
Alexander).  The  span  of  this  good  lady's  life  covered 
portions  of  almost  all  the  phases  of  our  nation's  existence. 
As  a  happy  child  she  lived  in  the  piping  times  of  peace  in 
the  antebellum  South.  She  saw  the  war  cloud  rise  and 
burst,  carrying  brothers  and  friends  to  the  battle's  front; 
the  guns  of  Saylor's  Creek  were  distinctively  heard  by  her 
and  the  sad  drum-beats  at  nearby  Appomattox  told  of  the 
surrender.  Like  her  neighbors  she  passed  through  the 
humiliating  days  of  reconstruction  when  Virginia  was 
Military  District  Number  I.  As  a  girl  she  attended  local 
schools,  among  them  one  taught  by  Rev.  Robert  L. 
Dabney,  D.  D.,  former  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  beloved 
Jackson.  Later  as  a  mature  woman  she  witnessed  the 
burning  of  the  "Springfield"  house,  once  the  home  of 
Mr.  Samuel  W.  Venable,  but  she  lived  to  see  it  rebuilt,  the 
home  of  a  happy  family. 

In  the  face  of  difficulty  and  danger  and  disaster,  the 
good  lady,  like  so  many  of  the  brave  women  of  her  genera- 
tion, met  life's  grim  conflict  with  courage  and  with  hope, 
devoting  her  energies  to  labor  and  to  service.  To  her 
funeral,  friends  at  Hollins  brought  a  wreath  made  of 
shrubs  years  ago  planted  there  by  Miss  Betty's  own  hands. 
Two  of  her  old  boys,  roomers  at  "Sallie  House"  (Edgewood) 
came  from  afar  to  the  services  as  evidence  of  their  affec- 
tion. "For  many  years  she  was  assistant  to  the  treasurer 
of  Hollins  College,  Va.,  where  her  work  far  exceeded  what  the 
term  connotes.  She  created  and  filled  through  her  initia- 
tive and  constructive  ability  a  position  in  which  she  added 
to  the  welfare  of  faculty  and  student  body  to  the  lasting 
good  of  the  Institution." 

Meantime  the  law  of  change  had  compelled  her  to  see 
the  dear  ones  of  her  home,  one  by  one,  laid  to  rest.  Her 
parents  had  died,  brothers  and  sisters  passed  away,  re- 
tirement became  necessary  for  herself.  For  some  years 
she  had  a  home  at  Hampden-Sydney  with  her  sisters, 
Anna  and  Sallie.  They  too  left  her  for  a  heavenly  home; 
and  she  lived  alone  in  her  house  close  to  the  cemetery 
where  lay  the  mortal  remains  of  the  loved  ones  of  her 
home  circle,  save  those  who  died  in  distant  states.  Only 
one  sister,  Juliette,  widow  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Alexander,  is 
left. 

For  some  years  before  the  end,  the  once  strong  body  and 
vigorous  mind  showed  signs  of  failing.    Friends  knew  that 


the  silver  cord  was  looser  and  that  the  golden  bowl  was 
near  to  breaking;  but  the  spark  of  life,  though  fitful  and 
dim,  still  continued  to  glow  until  the  dawn  of  a  New  Year 
had  come.

The  Blue  Grass  Farmer,  official  organ  of  the  Greenbrier 
County  Farm  Bureau,  in  December  1947,  carried  a  picture 
of  Colonel  Moore 
along  with  a  compli- 
mentary notice  an- 
nouncing his  election 
as  chairman  of  the 
1948  Membership 
Committee  of  the 
Farm  Bureau.  Much 
of  this  issue  of  the 
paper  is  devoted  to 
the  interest  of  farmers 
in  that  fertile  and 
beautiful  agricultural 
County. 

All  Alumni  of 
Hampden-Sydney 
know  that  Colonel 
Moore  is  founder  and 
Principal  of  the  great 
Greenbrier  Military 
School.  But  the 
Colonel  is  also  farmer 
and  cattle  man  of  dis- 
tinction and  promi- 
nence in  that  region  of 

skillful  farmers  and  producers  of  prize  dairy  and  beef 
cattle.  He  is  chairman  of  the  important  committee  men- 
tioned above,  but  he  is  also  secretary  of  the  Farm  Bureau. 
In  his  announcement  of  future  meetings,  the  secretary 
manifests  the  effects  of  his  experience  as  teacher  by  im- 
pressing upon  the  members  the  importance  and  necessity 
of  regular  attendance  upon  the  meeting,  and  of  punc- 
tuality. A  little  doggerel  verse  is  printed  in  the  paper — 
whether  quoted  by  Colonel  Moore  or  by  someone  else 
is  not  certain;  but  it  expresses  the  good  Colonel's  idea  of 
proper  procedure  in  business: 

You  are  the  fellow  who'll  have  to  decide 

Whether  you  11  do  it  or  cast  it  aside. 

You  are  the  fellow  who  makes  up  your  mind 

Whether  you  11  lead  or  linger  behind. 

Take  it  or  leave  it,  there's  something  to  do 

Just  think  it  over;  it's  all  up  to  you. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  quote  in  part  an 
editorial  from  the  Greenbrier  Independent,  itself  a  quota- 
tion from  the  Beckley  Post  Herald:  "A  delegation  of 
prominent  farmers  from  the  northern  part  of  the  State 
visited  the  Greenbrier  County  Farm  Bureau,  and  ad- 
vocated the  candidacy  of  Colonel  H.B.Moore,  its  secretary, 
for  the  place  as  Governor  on  the  Democratic  ticket.  .  .  . 
If  he  decides  to  become  a  candidate,  he  will  throw  a  large 
monkey-wrench  into  the  plans  of  the  State  House  machine 
.  .  .  for  the  farmers'  vote  will  be  his  in  a  walk — and  it  is 
sufficient  for  the  nomination  in  West  Virginia." 

His  many  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  wish  they  could 
help  to  further  his  political  aspirations — if  he  has  any! 


Col.  H.  B.  Moore 
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Captain  Page  O.  Northington,  '12 
of  the  United  States  Navy 

SOME  months  ago  The  Record  published  the  pictures 
of  a  number  of  our  men  who  served  in  both  World 
Wars.  The  likenesses  of  all  thirty-three  of  them  could  not 
be  secured  at  the  time.  Since  then  a  kind  relative  of 
Captain  Page  O.  Northington,  Class  of  191 2,  has  sent  us 
pictures  of  him  as  he  was  thirty  years  ago  and  as  he  ap- 
pears today.  On  the  left  he  is  shown  in  the  uniform  of  a 
Lieutenant  (jg),  of  1918,  and  on  the  right  in  that  of  a 
Captain  in  the  Navy,  World  War  II.  Today  he  is  chief  of 
the  ear,  nose,  and  throat  department  of  the  navy's  largest 
hospital,  located  in  Oakland,  Cal. 

When  our  distinguished  friend  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney,  in  191 2,  he  accepted  the  principalship 
of  a  rural  school  in  his  native  Mecklenburg  County, 
Frank  C.  Bedinger,  Class  of  1905,  beingthesuperintendent. 
But  the  ambition  of  the  young  man  was  to  be  a  doctor 
and,  awarded  a  handsome  scholarship  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  he  entered  that  institution  and  lacked 
only  two  months  of  graduation  when  the  United  States 
entered  World  War  I.  He  volunteered  for  service  and  was 
assigned  to  the  Medical  School  of  the  Navy  in  Washington, 
for  additional  training.  In  May  of  1918,  he  was  sent  to 
Naval  Aviation  Headquarters  in  Paris.  The  Germans  were 
making  their  final  drive  for  the  French  capital  and  all 
the  naval  medical  officers  were  performing  duty  in  army 
hospitals,  crowded  with  the  wounded.  After  the  victory 
at  Chateau  Thierry,  the  situation  was  eased,  and  the 
young  officer  was  assigned  to  an  aviation  squadron  of  the 
Northern  Bombing  Group  near  Dunkerque.  He  pushed 
in  with  the  troops  that  drove  the  last  of  the  Germans  from 
Belgium.  In  the  spring  of  1919  Lieutenant  Northington  was 
assigned  to  the  U.  S.  S.  Panther,  and  from  her  decks 
witnessed  the  scuttling  of  the  German  fleet  at  Scapa  Flow. 
Then  followed  two  years  duty  in  the  Naval  Hospital  in 
Boston.  During  this  time  he  pursued  a  course  in  aviation 
medicine,  topping  it  with  flight  training.  He  qualified 
as  a  pilot  and,  while  he  has  not  been  at  the  controls  for 
some  time,  he  is  still  a  consultant  in  Otolaryngology  to 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration.  While  with  the 
aviation  branch  of  the  Navy,  he  had  a  cruise  on  the  air- 


craft tender  Wright  that  took  him  from  the  West  Indies  to 
the  Hawaiian  Islands.  Resigning  from  active  duty  with 
the  Navy,  in  1927,  Northington  was  made  a  lieutenant 
commander  in  the  Reserves.  Through  the  kind  offices  of 
Dr.  John  H.  Dunnington,  '11,  Commander  Northington 
received  an  appointment  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York, 
where  he  received  training  in  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose, 
and  throat.  At  the  same  time  he  pursued  studies  at 
Columbia  University  and  was  awarded  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science  in  1933.  Appointed  Commander  in  the 
reserves  in  1938,  he  was  ordered  to  active  duty  in  1940 
with  his  first  assignment  at  the  office  of  Naval  Officer 
Procurement  in  New  York  City.  Promoted  to  Captain 
in  1943,  he  served  as  Chief  Medical  Officer  at  the  Marine 
Corps  Air  Bases,  Cherry  Point,  N.  C.  Two  years  later 
he  held  similar  position  at  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Kaneohe 
Bay,  Hawaii.    As  stated,  he  is  now  in  Oakland,  Cal. 


An  Active  and  Useful  Citizen 

John  Harris  Temple,  '38,  in  March  1947,  was  elected 
President  of  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Peters- 
burg, Va.  His  has  been  a  busy  and  useful  life.  New 
Dominion,  official  publication  of  the  Virginia  State  Junior 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  tells  us  that  "Jack"  has  served 
his  community  as  an  active  member  of  the  Red  Cross,  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Association  and  Community  Chest,  of 
the  War  Memorial  Committee,  of  the  Board  of  the 
Traveler's  Aid  Society,  and  as  Vice  President  of  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  is  also  a  Deacon  of  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  his  city. 

His  efforts  as  President  have  brought  about  the  organi- 
zation of  many  working  Committees  of  this  Junior  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  with  a  Vice  President  in  charge  of  each 
Committee  and  a  Board  Member  serving  with  each  in  an 
advisory  capacity.  Thus  he  has  made  the  organization 
more  efficient,  each  member  participating  in  accordance 
with  his  interest  and  ability;  and,  too,  he  has  aroused  the 
citizens  from  their  apathy  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  the 
City  Government.

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A  History  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Winchester 


Dr.  Woodworth 


[This  is  not  a  review  but  merely  a  notice  to  the  Alumni 
that  an  Alumnus  of  1886  has  published  a  unique  and 
valuable  book  which  few  could  have  written.  VV.  H.W.,  Jr.] 

The  title  page  states  the  facts  briefly  but  fully  as 
follows: 

"A  History  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  (Synod  of 
Virginia),  its  Rise  and  Growth,  Ecclesiastical  Relations, 
Institutions  and  Agencies,  Churches  and  Ministers  1719- 
1945.  Based  on  Official  Documents.  By  Robert  Bell 
Woodworth,  D.  Sc.  Printed  for  the  author  by  the  Mc- 
Clure  Printing  Company,  Staunton,  Va.,  1947." 

The  author  is  a  well-known  and  honored  ruling  elder 
of  the  Synod  of  Virginia.  He  was  born  in  Winchester,  Va., 
1868,  is  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  Collegeof  theClass 
of  1886,  an  Alumnus  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
Virginia;  Master  of  Arts  of  Princeton;  Doctor  of  Science 
of  Hampden-Sydney;  an  engineer  of  repute  and  wide 
experience.  For  twenty-four  years  he  was  connected  with 
the  Carnegie  Steel  Company  of  Pittsburgh,  for  which 
he  wrote  much  and  edited  many  publications — a  trusted 
friend  of  Mr.  Carnegie  himself. 

Fitted  by  nature,  and  training  to  write  such  a  book,  he 
has  successfully  accomplished  a  task  which  would  have 
been  impossible  for  most  others.  The  volume  has  the 
following  contents:  An  introduction  of  five  and  a  half 
pages,  devoted  to  statement  of  the  source  material  used; 
the  body  of  the  volume,  438  pages;  a  chronological  list 
of  5  pages  of  Licentiates,  Candidates  and  Ministers; 
a  chronological  roll  of  churches,  two  pages;  a  Tabulated 
Ministerial  Record  of  71  pages — very  valuable  biographical 
material;  a  list  of  officers  of  the  Presbytery  and  periods  of 
service;  a  general  index  of  five  pages.  The  total  of  521 
pages  is  a  mine  of  wealth  for  the  interested  researcher, 
on  heavy  paper  9"  x  6"  in  size,  with  clear  and  readable 

lype-. 

This  book  contains  also  nineteen  "cuts."  Figure  I 
shows  pictures  of  the  Historians  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Winchester:  figure  2  shows  photographs  of  Representative 
Churches  in  the  Presbytery;  two  figures  show  locations 
and  boundary  lines.  The  other  cuts  are  pictures  of  various 
other  churches  showing  the  style  of  architecture  used  in 
those  of  similar  type. 

Most  of  the  area  embraced  in  the  Presbytery  of  Win- 
chester in  its  widest  extent  was  the  Northern  Neck  of 
Virginia,  inherited  by  Lord  Thomas  Fairfax,  Baron  of 
Cameron,  and  lay  between  the  Rappahannock  and 
Potomac  Rivers  from  headwaters  to  the  mouths.  This 
territory  was  more  exactly  defined  by  the  Fairfax  Line  run 
by  Mr.  Peter  Jefferson  and  his  assistants. 

Until  1783  the  Church  of  England  held  ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction  over  this  area  in  theory;  but  as  a  fact  it  was 


missionary  territory  open  to  any  religious  organization 
that  could  send  missionaries  and  establish  congregations, 
subject  of  course  to  permission  granted  by  the  Courts  to 
Dissenters  in  accordance  with  Acts  of  Toleration.  Thus 
quite  a  number  of  congregations  were  organized  under 
the  control  of  various  presbyteries — Donegal,  Carlisle, 
Hanover  and  Lexington.  In  that  period  the  church  fol- 
lowed the  minister  and  was  listed  as  belonging  to  the 
presbytery  to  which  he  belonged.  The  great  majority  of 
the  congregations  in  that  missionary  period  was  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Donegal  Presbytery;  some  few  owned 
allegiance  to  the  Presbyteries  of  Hanover  and  Lexington. 
This  condition  existed  at  the  time  of  the  establishment 
of  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  in  1794. 

"The  Synod  of  Virginia,  September  16,  1794  divided 
the  Presbytery  of  Lexington  and  created  the  Presbytery 
of  Winchester  to  include  the  ministers  and  congregations 
which  in  the  first  instance  had  been  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  Donegal  Presbytery."  It  held  its  first  session  in  the 
Old  Stone  Church  in  Winchester,  Va.,  December  4,  1794. 
Rev.  Moses  Hoge,  the  Convenor,  preached  the  sermon  on 
text  Matthew  13:31-32  and  was  elected  Moderator  and 
Stated  Clerk.  Of  the  27  congregations  which  are  known  to 
have  had  an  organized  existence  in  the  stated  area  prior 
to  December  4,  1794,  one  had  been  organized  by  a  mis- 
sionary of  the  Synod  of  Philadelphia,  six  organized  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Hanover  and  its  successor,  Lexington,  and 
twenty  by  the  Presbytery  of  Donegal  and  its  successor 
Carlisle.  Old  Hanover  proper  organized  only  the  two 
Waddell  congregations,  Lancaster  and  Northumberland. 

On  September  28,  1797,  the  Synod  of  Virginia  extended 
the  bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  to  include  the 
whole  of  the  Northern  Neck.  "The  Presbytery  reached 
its  extreme  overall  limits  on  November  13,  1886,  when 
the  Synod  added  the  County  of  Tucker  in  West  Virginia." 

"There  were  two  Presbyteries  of  Winchester,  two 
Presbyteries  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  three 
Presbyteries  of  Potomac.  There  were  also  two  Synods 
of  Virginia.  The  new  school  Synod  of  Virginia  was  com- 
posed of  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  II  (1839-1865), 
District  of  Columbia  II  (1839 — ),  and  Hanover  divided 
in  1857  into  the  Presbyteries  of  Hanover  and  Piedmont." 

Finally  the  two  Synods  of  Virginia — the  United  Synod 
(New  School),  organized  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  April  I, 
1858,  and  the  Synod  of  Virginia — became  one.  The  plan 
of  union  was  adopted  October  15,  1864,  and  the  agree- 
ment was  as  follows:  "That  the  churches  and  Ministers 
of  the  Presbyteries  of  Hanover,  Piedmont,  and  Winchester 
of  the  L'nited  Synod  shall  hereafter  belong  to  such  of  the 
former  Presbyteries  as  naturally  include  them  within 
their  limits;  that  churches  and  ministers  of  Winchester 
Presbytery  of  the  United  Synod  east  of  the  Blue  Ridge 
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and  north  of  the  Presbyteries  of  West  and  East  Hanover 
be  recognized  as  the  Presbytery  of  Potomac;  and  also  that 
any  other  churches  and  ministers  connected  with  said 
Winchester  Presbytery  outside  the  bounds  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  Potomac  remain  for  the  present  under  its  care." 
So  much  for  action  of  the  two  Synods.  On  August  31, 
1865,  in  the  Kent  Street  Church,  the  Winchester  Old 
School  Presbytery  and  the  New  School  Presbytery  re- 
united into  the  Presbytery  of  Winchester  in  affiliation 
with  the  Synod  of  Virginia  and  the  General  Assembly 
U.  S. 

By  way  of  recapitulation,  it  may  be  repeated  that  the 
map  of  Winchester  Presbytery  has  been  much  changed 
and  the  roll  of  its  churches  has  varied  greatly  in  the  course 
of  time.  During  the  period  of  Division  (1839-1865)  the 
strength  of  this  Presbytery  was  reduced  and  its  territory 
diminished.  The  new  school  schism  split  the  Presbytery 
in  twain;  the  Presbytery  once  became  a  constituent  of  the 
Synod  of  Baltimore,  the  erection  of  Potomac  Presbytery 
caused  the  loss  of  all  congregations  and  ministers  east  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  both  those  of  the  old  school  and  those  of 
the  new  school.  "In  1866,  after  the  reunion  of  the  two 
parties,  following  the  Civil  War,  the  Presbytery  could 
report  twenty  ministers,  six  licentiates,  thirty-one  churches 
and  1,915  members." 

Thus  far  in  this  discussion,  only  a  small  fraction  of  the 
History  has  been  touched  on — the  rise  and  growth,  and 
ecclesiastical  relations.  The  treatment  even  of  this  portion 
has  been  superficial  and  cursory,  whereas  Dr.  Woodworth's 
volume  shows  a  breadth  of  treatment  and  fullness  of 
detail  admirable  and  impressive.  When  his  words  have 
been  quoted,  quotation  marks  have  been  used.  In  so  far  as 
this  has  been  done,  the  narrative  has  been  clear  and  ac- 
curate. 

The  remainder  of  the  book  treats  of  the  Presbytery's 
Institutions  and  Agencies  and  gives  in  meticulous  detail 
the  history  of  congregations  in  Jefferson  County,  in 
Berkeley  County,  in  Morgan  County  in  West  Virginia; 
of  congregation  in  Frederick  County,  in  Clarke  County, 
in  Warren  County,  in  Shenandoah  County  in  Virginia; 
of  congregations  on  Capon  and  North  Rivers,  on  the 
South  Branch  and  North  Branch  of  the  Potomac,  and  on 
Patterson's  Creek.  The  Tabulated  Ministerial  Record 
furnishes  valuable  biographical  material  in  which  the 
reader  finds  listed,  among  hundreds  of  others,  the  names 
and  records  of  121  men — students,  Alumni  and  officials 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College — who  were  prominent 
and  influential  in  the  formation  and  subsequent  history 
of  Winchester  Presbytery. 

The  general  index  and  the  index  of  churches  and  con- 
gregations are  compact  but  full,  and  are  very  helpful  to 
the  reader  in  finding  the  varied  material  in  the  body  of  the 
book. 

Tigers  Lunch  in  Shanghai 

Mr.  Hart  Maxey  Smith,  '29,  in  a  letter  to  Secretary 
Walker  reports,  in  part  as  follows:  "I  have  intended  for 
some  time  to  report  that  three  Hampden-Sydney  men 
had  lunch  together  here  in  Shanghai  ...  on  an  occasion 
when  George  B.  Talbot,  '31,  and  Dick  Gaffin, '29,  and  I 
were  in  Shanghai  at  the  same  time.  Bird  Talbot  is  stationed 
with  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Mission  Board  in  north 
Kiangsu  Province,  Dick  is  stationed  in  Shanghai  and  is 
working  with  Chinese  University  Students  here,  as  he  is 
unable  to  proceed   to  his  former  sphere  of  activity  in 


Shantung  Province  ...  I  called  it  an  event,  for  it  was  just 
that  to  me  .  .  .  This  was  one  of  the  few  occasions  on  which 
I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  getting  together  with  as 
many  as  two  of  my  College  contemporaries  .  .  .  Please 
insert  a  word  of  greeting  from  all  three  of  us  to  all  whom 
we  knew  when  we  were  at  Hampden-Sydney;  for  we 
specifically  called  to  mind  many  of  them  and  wondered 
where  they  are  and  what  they  are  doing." 


Col.  Martin's  Plane  Crashed  in  the  Sea 

The  Richmond  News-Leader  of  February  9,  1948,  re- 
ported that  Colonel  John  Franklin  Martin,  '40,  in  a  P-47 
Plane  had  crash-landed  in  the  sea  on  February  8,  1948, 
about  18  miles  off  Fort  Fisher,  just  south  of  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  All  available  planes  of  the  Virginia  Air  National 
Guard,  searching  planes  from  Pope  Field  and  Coast 
Guard  cutter  tried  to  reach  him,  but  no  trace  of  him  was 
reported.  In  World  War  II,  he  had  been  appointed  an 
Air  Cadet  in  December  1941;  received  his  wings  at 
Moultrie,  Ga.,  in  August  1942.  As  lieutenant  in  American 
Air  Corps,  he  was  assigned  to  the  British  8th  Army  in  the 
African  Campaign,  the  British  Flying  Cross  was  presented 
to  him  by  General  Montgomery  in  person,  He  became 
lieutenant  colonel  in  the  regular  army  in  1944.  It  is  said 
that  for  leading  his  squadron  in  200  combat  missions,  he 
won  23  war  decorations — the  Airman's  medal,  the  Gold 
and  Silver  clusters,  and  the  like.  He  had  been  transferred 
to  the  school  of  military  government  at  the  University  of 
Virginia  in  August  last.  Before  that  he  had  been  stationed 
in  Richmond  as  Senior  Air  Instructor  of  the  Virginia 
National  Guard.  A  faithful,  skillful,  and  brilliant  young 
officer,  he  deserved  and  received  high  praise  in  all  his  as- 
signments.

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President  Gammon  Receives  the  old  Diploma  from  Doctor  Parker 

A  Souvenir  of  an  Old  Department  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College 

On  December  I,  1837,  a  resolution  was  offered  to  the 
Board  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  to  establish  a  Medical 
Department,  in  the  City  of  Richmond.  After  much  dis- 
cussion the  following  was  passed:  Resolved  that  the 
Medical  Faculty  be  authorized  to  supply  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Faculty  until  said  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  President  and  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  And  thereby  hangs  a  tale  of  division  and 
strife.  The  mother  was  autocratic,  the  daughter  was 
headstrong.  On -April  9,  1843,  a  petition  was  received  by 
the  Board  of  the  College  asking  that  a  professor  be  re- 
moved from  the  Medical  Faculty.  "A  committee  was 
appointed"  to  endeavor  to  settle  the  difficulties  in  the 
Medical  Faculty.  The  report  was  "settlement  impossible 
— the  professor  should  resign,"  and  he  did. 

On  June  14,  1853,  the  Medical  Faculty  nominated  Dr. 
Martin  A.  Scott  as  professor.  The  Board  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  elected  Dr.  Goodrich  A.  Wilson,  and  the  fight 
was  on.  Both  sides  employed  counsel — Samuel  C.  Ander- 
son and  William  Cabell  Flournoy  represented  the  Board 
of  Hampden-Sydney  and  Mr.  Raleigh  T.  Daniel  the 
Faculty  of  the  Medical  Department.  The  matter  was 
carried  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  where  the 
Medical  Faculty  applied  for  an  independent  charter. 
The  daughter  carried  the  day,  as  daughters  are  wont  to  do; 
and  on  June  13-15,  1854,  the  Medical  Department  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  was  abolished. 

Meantime  a  medical  diploma  had  been  awarded  in 
1848   to  Dr.  Carthorn  Archer  who  practiced   medicine  in 


Henrico  County  for  more  than  fifty  years.  This  diploma 
was  presented  by  Dr.  Archer's  great  nephew,  Dr.  W.  H. 
Parker,  to  President  Edgar  G.  Gammon  for  the  Historical 
collection  of  the  College.  This  is  a  valuable  souvenir  of 
the  olden  times  and  the  Alumni,  students  and  officials  of 
the  College  appreciate  the  gift  and  the  kindness  of  the 
giver.  The  diploma  is  signed,  according  to  the  News- 
Leader,  by  Rev.  Samuel  L.  Graham,  D.  D.,  a  professor  in 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  one-time  teacher  in  the  College,  by  Henry 
E.  Watkins,  Dr.  Peyton  R.  Berkeley  and  Asa  D.  Dickinson 
for  the  College,  and  by  a  number  of  the  doctors  on  the 
medical  staff. 


Mrs.  Camilla  Virginia  Taylor  Crawley 
and  the  Music  Memorial 

Mrs.  Camilla  Virginia  Taylor  Crawley,  wife  of  Mr. 
Charles  W.  Crawley,  was  born  at  Prospect,  Va.,  January 
23,  1891,  and  died  at  her  home  there  on  January  15,  1948. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Edward  S.  Taylor  and  Mrs. 
Alma  Jenkins  Taylor.  A  graduate  of  the  Blackstone 
Female  Institute,  she  was  married  in  191 3.  Mrs.  Crawley 
took  part  in  all  the  varied  interests  of  her  community  and 
had  been  organist  in  the  Prospect  Methodist  Church  for 
the  last  thirty  years  of  her  life.  She  was  a  gifted  and 
cultured  lady,  who  was  very  useful  and  who  will  be  greatly 
missed  in  the  Prospect  neighborhood.  She  is  survived  by 
her  husband  and  by  a  son  and  a  daughter.  The  son  is  our 
friend  Mr.  T.  E.  Crawley,  a  valued  and  useful  member  of 
the  Faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  the  daughter, 
Miss  Margaret  A.  Crawley,  is  a  student  at  the  University 
of  Virginia. 

A  Memorial  to  Mrs.  Crawley  has  been  established  at  the 
College  by  her  husband  Mr.  Charles  W.  Crawley,  and  their 
two  children.  This  memorial  consists  of  an  annual  award 
of  #100  to  be  presented  to  that  student  who  has  shown 
outstanding  promise  in  the  field  of  music  and  has  con- 
tributed substantially  to  the  development  of  music  in  the 
College.  In  acknowledging  the  establishing  of  the  award, 
President  Gammon  made  the  following  statement  for  the 
College. 

"During  a  life  of  unusual  activity  and  usefulness,  Mrs. 
Crawley  found  one  of  her  greatest  joys  in  the  sharing  of 
her  musical  talent  with  the  people  of  her  community.  For 
many  years  she  taught  piano  to  ambitious  young  people 
who  otherwise  would  have  gone  untrained  and  placed  her 
talented  services  as  pianist  and  musician  at  the  disposal 
of  the  people  of  Prospect  community.  For  thirty  years 
she  was  organist  and  director  of  music  at  Prospect  Metho- 
dist Church,  and  in  December  of  1947  was  presented  with 
a  lovely  gift  by  the  members  of  her  church  as  a  token  of 
their  appreciation  for  her  unselfish  and  able  contribution 
to  the  music  of  the  church  and  community.  Her  interest 
in  music  at  Hampden-Sydney  began  in  1937  when  her  son 
entered  the  college  and  became  Glee  Club  accompanist 
and  organist  for  College  Church.  Since  that  time  her 
interest  continued  to  grow  and  during  the  past  two  years 
she  was  of  great  assistance  in  the  planning  and  staging  of 
concerts  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  Farmville 
State  Teachers  College.  In  June  of  1947  she  and  her 
husband  placed  $100  at  the  disposal  of  the  Glee  Club  to 
be  used  for  the  summer  training  of  one  of  its  outstanding 
voices,  thus  she  was  actually  the  originator  of  the  award 
which  has  been  established  as  a  memorial  to  her."

The  following  announcement  has  been  made  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Germantown  Academy,  Phila- 
delphia, with  regard  to  our  dear  friend  and  distinguished 
alumnus,  Samuel  E.  Osbourn  of  the  Class  of  1901: 

GERMANTOWN  ACADEMY  has  a  proud  history. 
There  has  been  no  brighter  era  in  the  188  years' 
existence  of  the  Academy  than  during  the  tenure  of  Dr. 
Osbourn.  Through  his  untiring  efforts  and  intelligent 
guidance  the  school  has  maintained  the  high  standards 
set  by  its  founders.  He  also  has  set  new  standards,  com- 
pletely in  accord  with  the  old,  but  fashioned  to  meet  the 
ever-changing  requirements  of  education.  His  has  been  a 
progressive  administration  tempered  by  conservatism,  a 
combination  essential  to  the  operation  of  an  outstanding 
college  preparatory  institution.  He  has,  during  his  3  2  years 
at  the  Academy,  won  the  confidence,  respect  and  friend- 
ship of  all  who  have  come  in  contact  with  him.  Every 
student,  alumnus  and  parent,  together  with  the  trustees, 
are  grateful  to  him  for  indelibly  placing  upon  the  Academy 
and  its  students  the  stamp  of  hisstrong,inspiringcharacter. 

Dr.  Osbourn  has  now  reached  the  age  of  retirement 
and  will  be  able  to  devote  himself  to  many  things  he  has 
had  to  forego  because  of  his  untiring  efforts  in  achieving 
for  the  school  one  of  the  highest  scholastic  ratings  in  the 
country.  He  will  become  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
Headmaster  Emeritus. 

Because  of  the  many  outstanding  qualities  of  our  re- 


tiring Headmaster  and  the  standards  he  has  set  for  that 
post  at  Germantown,  it  was  with  a  deep  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility that  the  Board  of  Trustees  set  out  to  select 
a  man  able  to  measure  up  to  the  stature  of  Dr.  Osbourn. 
After  careful  deliberation  the  Board  chose  a  man  it  be- 
lieves possesses  the  ability  to  guide  the  destinies  of  the 
Academy  in  the  tradition  of  the  institution  and  with  the 
firm  hand  of  the  present  administrator. 
He  is  John  Forbes  Godman.

Spring  Music  Festival 

On  May  7,  1948,  at  8:00  P.  M.,  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Glee  Club  will  present  its  second  annual  Festival  of 
Music.  The  musical  program  will  be  staged  in  the  new 
gymnasium  which  will  have  its  seating  capacity  swelled 
to  approximately  1,500.  The  Glee  Club  will  have  as  its 
guests  the  Choir  and  Choral  Club  of  the  Farmville  State 
Teachers  College  and  three  New  York  artists  who  will  be 
soloists  for  the  occasion.  They  are  Florence  Manning, 
soprano;  Arthur  Bailey,  tenor;  and  Russell  Abbot,  bass. 
These  guests  will  join  the  Glee  Club  in  the  presentation 
of  the  oratorio  "The  Creation"  by  Haydn.  The  chorus 
will  number  approximately  two  hundred  voices.  Follow- 
ing the  oratorio  the  Hampden-Sydney  singers  will  present 
a  short  program  of  music  for  male  voices  selected  from  their 
Spring  Concert  Series. 

The  Spring  Festival  of  Music  of  1947  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  year  and  was  widely 
acclaimed  as  one  of  the  finest  musical  events  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  state.  It  drew  a  crowd  of  approximately  1,000 
people  from  all  over  the  state.  Many  Alumni  and  friends 
from  Roanoke,  Richmond,  and  Norfolk  attended.  With 
this  encouragement  the  Glee  Club  is  planning  a  much 
bigger  event  for  this  year.  More  ambitious  music  has 
been  selected  and  a  larger  crowd  is  expected  to  attend. 
Immediately  following  the  concert  there  will  be  a  recep- 
tion and  dance  in  Graham  Hall  for  all  students,  Alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college  attending  the  concert.  Tickets 
are  on  sale  and  may  be  ordered  by  mail  from  the  Director 
of  the  Glee  Club,  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Va.  Admission  for  this  year's  Festival  has  been 
lowered  to  $.60. 

Again  the  Festival  will  be  the  climax  of  one  of  the  most 
successful  seasons  that  the  Glee  Club  has  ever  had.  It  is 
the  hope  of  the  college  that  many  Alumni  and  friends  can 
be  present  for  the  affair.  The  combined  choruses  have 
already  had  a  good  deal  of  experience,  having  sung  to- 
gether during  the  fall  at  Grace  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Richmond  and  as  a  feature  of  the  Lyceum 
Series  at  V.  P.  I.,  where  they  were  acclaimed  in  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  musical  events  of  the  campus  in  recent 
years.  They  are  the  only  amateurs  ever  to  appear  on  that 
distinguished  Lyceum  Series. 

The  Club  has  been  most  fortunate  in  obtaining  three 
such  outstanding  soloists  as  Miss  Manning,  Mr.  Bailey, 
and  Mr.  Abbott.  They  are  particularly  well  known  as 
oratorio  singers  and  have  all  sung  as  soloists  for  out- 
standing oratorio  performances  in  New  York  and  Phila- 
delphia.    Among  their  appearances  have  been  repeated 


engagements  as  soloists  with  Bob  Shaw  at  Carnegie  Hall, 
Leon  Bernstien  at  New  York  City  Center,  and  at  the 
Philadelphia  Bach  Festivals.  Miss  Manning  is  particularly 
well  known  for  her  performance  as  the  lead  in  the  New 
York  premiere  of  the  opera  "Peter  Grimes."  Mr.  Bailey 
is  considered  one  of  the  outstanding  oratorio  tenors  in  the 
country  and  limits  his  work  almost  entirely  to  that  field. 
Mr.  Abbott  has  made  an  illustrious  record  as  soloist  for 
the  Cleveland  Symphony,  the  Orpheus  Male  Chorus  of 
Cleveland,  and  the  Cleveland  Opera  Guild.

were  released  and  reached  New  York  on  the  Gripshohn  in  December 
1943.  Since  that  time  they  had  resided  in  Asheville,  Dr.  Smith  being 
paralyzed  in  January  1946.  This  good  man  and  useful  missionary 
is  survived  by  his  wife,  by  two  sons — H.  M.  Smith,  Jr.,  '29,  of  Shanghai, 
China,  and  Merle  Gordon  Smith,  '33,  of  Pharr,  Tex. — and  by  two  daugh- 
ters.

stature — were  objects  of  interest  to  neighbors  because  of  their  energy 
and  courage.  Mr.  Tate  is  survived  by  those  mentioned  above  and  by  a 
daughter  much  younger. 

Mr.  Tate  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  I,  a  teacher  of  repute,  and  of 
late  years  an  employe  in  the  health  office  in  Pulaski;  and  was  connected 
with  the  most  prominent  families  in  Southwest  Virginia. 

EDDINS.  Joseph  William  Eddins,  '43,  was  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Eddins.  He  was  born  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  June  7,  1922;  attended 
school  at  Columbia,  Tenn.,  and  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  was  a  member  of  the  1st  group  of  the  V-12  Naval 
Unit.

CECIL.  Mrs.  Cecil  known  in  Richmond,  Va.,  for  nearly  half  a  century 
was  born  in  Jackson  County,  Missouri,  September  2,  1858,  married  Dr. 
Russell  Cecil,  January  19,  1881,  and  died  in  Richmond,  after  a  brief 
illness  February  21,  1948.  Hers  was  a  long  and  useful  life.  Dr.  Cecil, 
her  distinguished  husband,  after  serving  churches  in  Kentucky  and 
Alabama,  was  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond, 
for  twenty-five  years  and  was  widely  known  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia 
andintheGeneral  Assembly,  U.S.  Thisgood  lady  is  survived  by  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Frederick  R.  Scott,  of  Richmond,  and  by  two  sons,  Russell  L. 
Cecil,  M.  D.,  of  New  York,  and  James  McCosh  Cecil  of  the  large  and 
gifted  Class  of  1910  and  a  member  of  the  L'nited  States  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. She  left  twelve  grand  children  and  seven  great-grand  children. 
She  was  beloved  by  a  large  circle  of  relatives  and  friends  in  Richmond, 
and  had  long  held  a  position  of  distinction  in  Richmond's  church  and 
social  activities. 

SPENCER.  Mr.  Frank  Hill  Spencer,  born  May  2,  1880,  a  son  of  the 
late  Charles  A.  and  Mrs.  Sue  Richardson  Spencer,  died  at  his  home  in 
Buckingham  County,  Va.,  on  February  19,  1948,  as  the  result  of  a  heart 
attack.  For  over  half  a  century  he  had  been  a  merchant  and  farmer  in 
his  native  county.  He  had  served  as  secretary  of  the  county  electoral 
board  and  was  a  member  of  the  Buckingham  Masonic  Lodge.  Mr. 
Spencer  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Nannie  Pratt  Moseley  Spencer,  by 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  Herbert  B.  Adams,  and  by  three  sons  of  whom  one, 
Charles  M.  Spencer,  '39,  during  World  War  II,  was  a  lieutenant  in  the 
1st,  7th,  and  9th  U.  S.  Armies  in  Europe,  and  another  was  Lieutenant 
Edward  Clinton  Spencer,  '40,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  now  of  Lynchburg,  Va. 

PERRY.  William  Rand  Perry,  '28,  son  of  a  physician,  was  reared  in 
West  Virginia,  attended  Colonel  Moore's  great  Greenbrier  Military 
Academy  in  Lcwisburg,  W.  Va.,  was  enrolled  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege for  two  sessions,  1924-26;  and  later  lived  a  roving  sort  of  life,  drifting 
from  city  to  city.  Finally  he  became  a  colorful  character  and  resident  in 
Ohio,  interested  in  State  Fairs  and  football  games,  acting  as  an  ad- 
vertising agent  for  local  concerns. 

While  crossing  the  street  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  he  was  killed  by  colliding 
with  a  trailer  pulled  by  a  car.  He  was  forty-four  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  February  26,  1948.  The  Mayor,  Chief  of  Police,  the  Fire 
Chief,  and  three  newspaper  men  carried  his  casket  to  the  grave,  con- 
tributed by  an  anonymous  donor  in  his  own  family  plot. 

FERRY.  Dr.  Edward  L.  W.  Ferry,  physician  of  Miller's  Tavern, 
Essex  County,  Va.,  aged  74  died  in  a  Richmond  hospital  on  February  17, 
1948.  His  death  was  caused  by  a  heart  attack  following  a  prolonged  ill- 
ness of  pneumonia.  Dr.  Ferry  was  prominent  in  professional  and  re- 
ligious circles.  He  was  senior  warden  of  South  Farnham  Parish,  past 
president  of  the  Tidewater  Medical  Association,  and  past  master  of 
Arlington  Lodge  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  Dr.  Ferry  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Bessie  Broaddus  Ferry,  by  three  sons,  one  of  whom,  John  Randolph 
Ferry,  is  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  of  the  Class  of  1936; 
and  by  two  sisters. 

ELLIOTT.  Mr.  James  Elliott,  a  useful  and  respected  citizen  of  Prince 
Edward  County,  Va.,  died  at  his  home,  near  Darlington  Heights  on 
February  15,  1948,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-four.  Funeral  services 
were  held  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  College  Church  on  February  17, 
and  interment  followed  in  the  Church  Cemetery.  He  was  a  gentleman 
of  kindly  spirit  and  industrious  habits,  and  he  will  be  missed  by  a  wide 
circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances.  He  left  his  wife,  Mrs.  Alma  Watson 
Elliott,  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Fortescue  of  North  Carolina,  and  three  sons,  all 
Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College:  Mr.  James  Watson  Elliott,  '18,  of 
Farmville;  Dr.  William  Whitfield  Elliott,  '18,  professor  in  Duke  Uni- 
versity and  Dr.  Emmett  R.  Elliott  of  the  faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College. 

WALKER.  Charles  Baylor  Walker  was  a  native  of  Danville,  Va.,  son 
of  Mr.  Fielding  Lewis  Walker  of  the  Class  of  186?.  He  was  husband  of 
Miss  Nell  Walker,  daughter  of  Mr.  George  William  Walker,  Class  of 
1868.  He  held  two  degrees  from  V.  P.  I.  and  did  graduate  work  in  chem- 
istry at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh.  At  the  age  of  61,  Professor  Walker 
succumbed  to  an  attack  of  double  pneumonia,  on  February  20,  1948; 
and  was  buried  in  Danville,  Va.  He  had  made  his  home  in  Pittsburgh, 
since  1920,  assistant  professor  at  Carnegie  Institute.  A  friend  in  writing 
of  him  said  "Professor  Walker  was  a  fine  gentleman  in  all  respects — 
loved  by  his  friends,  esteemed  by  his  Colleagues."  In  spite  of  similarity 
of  names,  Professor  Walker  was  not  a  kinsman  of  our  tried  and  trusted 
friends  of  Hampden-Sydney.  W.  H.  W.,  Jr. 

TROSTLE.  Rev.  John  Adams  Trostle,  Class  of  1898,  was  born  at 
Kearneysville,  W.  Va.,  April  10,  1874,  son  of  the  late  Henry  and  Annie 
Breechbill  Trostle,  and  passed  to  his  reward  from  Rockbridge  Baths, 
Va.,  January  21,  1948,  "after  three  years  of  slow,  painful  illness  borne 
with  patience  and  Christian  fortitude.     He  was  educated  at  Shepherd 
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College,  State  Normal  School,  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia."  He  had  been  a  faithful 
minister  in  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church  for  48  years,  during  which 
time  he  had  served  congregations  in  six  Presbyteries.  In  April  1945,  he 
was  honorably  retired,  having  been  "an  efficient  workman,  a  tender  and 
sympathetic  shepherd,  a  kind  friend,  and  a  Christian  gentleman."  Burial 
was  conducted  in  the  Church  Cemetery  of  Rockbridge  Baths.  "He  is 
survived  by  his  widow,  born  Fanny  S.  Blue,  and  by  three  children:  Mrs. 
Page  Shoulder,  Mrs.  Fitch  B.  Jefferies,  and  John  Adams  Trostle,  Jr., 
and  there  are  three  grand-sons."

LAING.  John  Thomas  Laing,  Class  of  1928,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  Kay  Laing,  was  born  at  New  Castle,  Va.,  September  5,  1908,  and  died 
in  Charleston,  VV.  Va.,  as  the  result  of  a  cerebral  hemorrhage,  on  Febru- 
ary 5,  1948.  He  received  his  College  training  at  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege and  at  Marshall  College,  and  took  his  law  course  at  the  Universities 
of  Alabama  and  Arizona.  He  served  in  the  U.  S.  A.  in  World  War  II, 
stationed  at  Fort  Thomas,  at  Camp  Davis  and  elsewhere.  After  the 
war  he  served  with  the  Veterans  Administration,  with  the  Du  Ponts  at 
Belle,  W.  Va.,  and  was  connected  with  the  Pilot  Insurance  Company. 
Mr.  Laing  was  a  member  of  the  American  Legion,  of  the  Meadowbrook 
Country  Club,  and  of  the  Old  Stone  Presbyterian  Church  of  Lewisburg, 
W.  Va.  He  is  survived  by  his  parents,  by  his  wife — Mrs.  Dorothy 
Guyer  Laing  and  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Roy  Pearson  of  Hong  Kong. 

JONES.  Lieutenant  (jg)  Alfred  Alexander  Jones,  '42,  a  Navy  flyer, 
was  killed  over  Iwo  Jima  on  June  1;,  1944.  His  parents — Dr.  and  Mrs. 
A.  P.  Jones — have  been  presented  with  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross, 
awarded  posthumously  to  their  son.  The  citation  with  the  award  reads 
as  follows:  "For  heroism  and  extraordinary  achievement  in  Aerial 
flight  as  Pilot  of  a  fighter  plane  in  fighting  squadron  eleven  during 
operations  against  Japanese  forces  in  the  Pacific  from  March  to  Septem- 
ber 1943.  In  numerous  combat  missions,  Lieutenant  (jg)  Jones  skillfully 
carried  out  his  assigned  duties,  despite  grave  hazards,  thereby  con- 
tributing materially  to  the  success  of  his  squadron.  By  his  skill,  initiative, 
and  devotion  to  duty,  he  upheld  the  highest  traditions  of  the  lTnited 
States  Naval  Service." 

PANCAKE.  The  Pancake  Family  of  the  South  Branch  Valley  of 
W.  Va.,  have  been  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  for  a  long  time. 
Mr.  William  Calvin  Pancake  belonged  to  the  Class  of  1875;  ^'r-  I-  H.  C. 
Pancake  was  an  honored  Trustee  of  the  College  from  1900  until  his  death 
in  191 1.  Mr.  Joseph  Calvin  Pancake  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1902. 
Now  we  must  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Campbell  Pancake,  who  though 
not  an  Alumnus,  sent  his  son  Campbell  Pancake,  Jr.,  to  the  College  to 
get  his  B.  A.  degree  in  the  Class  of  1930.  A  news  report  from  Staunton, 
Va.,  says:  "Campbell  Pancake,  69,  Staunton  Churchman,  lumber 
dealer,  and  school  official,  died  at  his  home  here,  January  28,  1948." 
Mr.  Pancake,  as  indicated  above,  was  a  useful  and  efficient  man.  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pancake  Lumber  Company,  for  many  years  he  was  a  Director 
of  the  National  Valley  Bank,  served  for  20  years  as  a  member  of  the 
Staunton  Public  School  Board,  and  was  a  Trustee  of  Mary  Baldwin 
College  and  of  the  Massanetta  Springs  Bible  Conference.  He  will  be 
greatly  missed,  as  there  are  few  who  can  take  his  place.  He  left  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Eliza  Hutcheson  Pancake;  one  son  Campbell  Pancake,  Jr.,  '30; 
and  one  daughter  Miss  Mary  Moore  Pancake. 

^  HERZIG.  Mr.  Frederick  Herzig,  aged  89,  died  at  his  home  in  Meherrin, 
Va.,  January  24,  1948.  This  gentleman  was  born  in  Switzerland,  came  to 
this  country  and  settled  in  Kansas,  but  moved  to  Virginia  in  1902,  and 
ever  since  lived  at  Meherrin.  He  was  a  good  citizen  and  a  very  success- 
ful farmer.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  home  on  January  26,  and 
interment  followed  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Meherrin  Methodist  Church. 
Mr.  Herzig  left  four  daughters  and  three  sons.  Among  the  latter  is 
Ernest  Edward  Herzig,  '20,  who  was  a  hard  fighter  in  World  War  I.

A.  P.  Saunders  was  reported.  Another  break  has  occurred  in  this  con- 
nection. Another  sister  of  our  good  friend  and  neighbor,  Mr.  Thornton 
Sampson  Baskervill,  has  been  laid  to  rest.  Mrs.  Caroline  Baskervill 
Hartman,  wife  of  Rev.  Francis  Gardiner  Hartman,  died  in  Staunton, 
Va.,  January  21,  1948.  Mrs.  Hartman  was  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Charles 
Baskervill,  Class  of  1861,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Sampson"  Baskervill,  daughter 
of  the  learned  and  able  Francis  S.  Sampson,  D.  D.,  who  was  once  acting 
president  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Besides  her  husband  and  brother. 
Mrs.  Hartman  is  survived  by  two  sisters:  Mrs.  A.  B.  Robson  of  North 
Carolina,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Baskervill  of  Orangeburg,  S.  C. 

WILSON.  Mr.  Monroe  O.  Wilson  died  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  January 
26,  1948.  Mr.  Wilson  was  president  of  the  Credit  Corporation  "Associa- 
tion of  Baltimore,  and  was  58  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.   He  was 


father  of  our  friend  Robert  H.  Wilson,  '37,  now  in  Africa,  he  was  father 
also  of  another  son  John  G.  Wilson  of  New  Jersey,  and  of  one  daughter, 
Dr.  Stuart  Wilson  Tuggle  of  Keysville,  Va. 

Funeral  rites  were  held  in  Keysville,  Va.,  on  January  28,  1948.  Mr. 
Wilson  is  survived  by  his  wife  Mrs.  Mary  Goss  Wilson,  besides  the 
children  named  above. 

HUDGINS.  Belated  news  received  from  Blackstone,  Va.,  reported 
the  death  of  Mr.  Elliott  Worsham  Hudgins.  He  died  at  his  home  in 
Blackstone,  on  December  20,  1947,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty  years. 
He  was  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Josie  Fraser  Hudgins,  by  two  sons, 
E.  W.  Hudgins,  Jr.,  '22,  and  Alexander  F.  Hudgins,  '28. 

PEIRCE.  Sergeant  Chichester  Tapscott  Peirce,  Jr.,  '33,  was  killed 
in  action  near  Schmidt,  Germany,  February  9,  1945.  The  first  of  Lan- 
caster County's  war  dead  came  home  for  burial  on  the  Robert  Burns  in 
December  1947.   Among  these  was  the  body  of  Sergeant  C.  T.  Peirce,  Jr. 

A  sketch  of  the  life  and  service  of  this  young  patriot  was  printed  in 
The  Record  of  October  1945;  page  13.  This  sketch  was  accompanied  by 
a  picture  of  the  Sergeant  and  his  young  son,  Chichester  Barnham  Peirce. 

Funeral  services  for  the  new  interment  were  held  on  December  16, 
1947,  at  St.  Mary's  White  Chapel  in  Lancaster  County,  Va.,  of  which 
church  the  Sergeant  was  a  member.  It  is  pleasant  to  hear  that  the 
beautiful  prayer  in  the  memorial  service  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 
for  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  World  War  II,  was  added  to  the  solemn 
and  impressive  burial  service  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

Born  at  "The  Oaks"  in  nearby  Nuttsville,  the  soldier's  body  now  rests 
in  the  soil  of  his  native  land  and  his  spirit  has  returned  to  God  who  gave 
it  for  a  time  to  those  on  earth  who  loved  him  and  for  whose  sake  he 
fought  and  died. 

JOHNSON.  Mr.  Cameron  Johnson,  Class  of  1891,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-eight,  died  in  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Hospital  on  Decem- 
ber 21,  1947,  in  consequence  of  injuries  received  when  struck  by  an 
automobile  while  crossing  Hermitage  Road.  Besides  being  an  Alumnus 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Mr.  Johnson  attended  Columbia  College 
of  Washington,  and  graduated  at  Lmion  Theological  Seminary  (then  at 
Hampden-Sydney)  in  1891.  He  never  had  a  regular  pastorate;  but  he 
served  as  missionary  in  Korea,  Japan,  and  the  Bonin  Islands.  In  1904- 
05,  he  made  a  tour  of  the  various  foreign  mission  stations,  and  afterwards 
traveled  widely  in  the  LTnited  States  showing  pictures  of  scenes  in  foreign 
lands  and  lecturing  on  places  and  people  visited. 

Students  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  of  45  years  ago  probably 
remember  with  pleasure  the  lecturer  and  his  lectures. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Belle  Richardson  Johnson. 
He  was  buried  in  Hollywood  Cemetery. 

THOMAS.  Francis  Costin  Thomas,  a  member  of  an  old  family  of  the 
eastern  shore  of  Virginia,  was  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  N.  Thomas 
of  "The  Hermitage,"  the  family  estate.  He  came  to  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  entered  the  Class  of  1915,  along  with  his  neighbor  William 
John  Scott,  now  a  distinguished  physician  in  Detroit,  Mich.  Young 
Thomas  was  a  student  of  the  medical  college  of  Virginia  for  a  time;  but 
the  beauty  and  prosperity  of  Northampton  County  must  have  lured  him 
back  to  the  farm,  for  the  Times-Dispatch  speaks  of  him  as  "a  Northamp- 
ton County  farmer." 

During  World  War  I,  Mr.  Thomas  served  in  the  U.  S.  navy  (See 
Hampden-Sydney  Bulletin,  volume  16,  No.  2,  page  23).  Stricken  at 
"The  Hermitage"  at  the  age  of  56,  he  died  December  29,  1947,  on  the 
way  to  the  Northampton-Accomack  Hospital.  He  left  a  widow,  Mrs. 
Nannie  Bett  Williams  Thomas  and  a  son  William  Francis  Thomas  of 
V.  P.  I.  Two  brothers  and  a  sister  also  survive  him.  Funeral  services 
were  conducted  at  Cape  Charles  Cemetery. 


A  Friend  Temporarily  Returns  to 
Hampden-Sydney 

Mrs.  Marian  Hubard  Henneman,  widow  of  the  late 
Dr.  John  B.  Henneman  (1864-1908) — who  was  a  brilliant 
scholar  and  gifted  teacher  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  at  the 
University  of  the  South — is  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
valued  friends.  For  a  time  this  was  her  home  while  her 
two  sons — Mr.  John  B.  Henneman,  Jr.,  of  New  York,  and 
Dr.  Richard  H.  Henneman  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia — were  students  of  this  College.  We  are 
glad  to  report  that  this  good  lady  has  returned  to  this 
village,  "it  may  be  for  years,  and  it  may  be  forever"  as 
the  poet  once  sang  and  as  we  hope. 
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Tigers  Prepare  for  Spring  Sports

If  the  interest  shown  by  the  student  body  is  any  indica- 
tion as  to  what  caliber  of  athletic  teams  will  represent 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  coming  1948  spring  sports  events, 
then  Tiger  followers  can  rest  assured  that  the  Death 
Valley  assembly  line  will  turn  out  an  array  of  spirited 
athletic  clubs. 

A  hasty  survey,  taken  soon  after  the  various  coaches 
issued  their  first  practice  calls,  shows  that  almost  40%  of 
the  400-odd  students  enrolled  at  Hampden-Sydney  have 
caught  the  spring  fever  sports  bug.  Approximately  180 
men  are  competing  for  varsity  berths  on  the  baseball, 
tennis,  track,  and  golf  teams.  Also  included  in  this  tabula- 
tion are  those  who  took  part  in  the  spring  football  drills. 


Baseball 

Coach  George  S.  (Gummy)  Proctor,  who  is  scheduled 
to  handle  the  baseball  tutoring  chores  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  athletic  director,  was  greeted  the  first  day  of 
drills  by  some  75  diamond  aspirants.  But  in  spite  of  such 
a  large  turnout,  Proctor  faces  the  difficult  task  of  rebuild- 
ing the  Tiger  nine. 

Only  seven  of  those  who  reported  for  baseball  follow- 
ing the  completion  of  a  better-than-average  basketball 
season,  are  lettermen  from  last  year;  first  baseman, 
Everett  Morgan,  Waynesboro;  infielder,  Robert  Osburn, 
Tappahannock;  catcher,  Maurice  Oakes,  Gretna;  out- 
fielder, Bill  Rixey,  Richmond;  and  pitchers,  Larry  Silber- 
nagel,  Towson,  Md.,  and  brothers  Jack  and  Mark  Glas- 
cock, Marshall. 

With  the  opening  game  set  for  April  3  against  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  at  Death  Valley,  Coach  Proctor  has 
cut  his  squad  to  28  in  an  effort  to  get  down  to  serious  work. 
Wet  weather  and  Easter  vacation  interfered  with  practice 
sessions,  but  each  day's  drill  finds  the  Tiger  shaping  up 
into  a  smoother  outfit. 

As  things  stand  one  week  before  the  M.  C.  V.  tussle,  no 
position  is  definitely  iced  away.  At  first,  letterman  Mor- 
gan is  battling  with  freshman  W.  T.  James,  White  Stone, 
and  Vincent  Shelton,  Gretna,  for  starting  honors.  Shelton, 
a  member  of  the  47-48  cage  team,  may  be  shifted  to  the 
outfield.  Around  the  keystone  sack  it  looks  like  either 
Osburn  or  Garret  Leonard,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  will  get  the 
starting  nod,  although  pitcher  Jack  Glascock  may  operate 
there  when  not  on  the  mound.  Catcher  Oakes  is  deserting 
his  backstop  duties  to  try  for  the  shortstop  position,  a 
spot  which  better  suits  his  slight  stature.  Bill  Russell, 
Richmond,  is  the  other  leading  candidate  at  short. 

Third  base  is  the  only  infield  position  for  which  there 
is  no  experienced  man  in  the  running.  So  far  the  hot 
corner  is  being  disputed  by  Joe  Chatterton,  Towson,  Md., 
and  Bruce  Hughes,  Baltimore.  Both  boys  are  sophomores 
and  Hughes  played  on   the  junior  varsity  last  year. 

Behind-the-plate  duties  are  being  contested  by  three 
football  lettermen.  Joe  Potts,  Chester;  Bill  Wall,  Farm- 
ville;  and  John  Robinson,  Hampton,  have  all  had  catching

experience  in  prep  school.  Wall  and  Robinson  are  sophs, 
while  Potts  is  a  first  year  man. 

The  outfield  situation  is  the  weakest  at  this  writing. 
Bill  Rixey,  the  lone  letterman  in  the  outer  gardens,  was  a 
reserve  on  last  year's  nine,  but  he  is  putting  in  a  deter- 
mined bid  for  a  first  string  job  this  season.  Bill  Hunter, 
Appomattox;  Howell  Gruver,  Waynesboro;  Willie  Rives, 
McKinny;  and  Wallace  Rowe,  Achilles,  are  the  other 
leading  candidates  for  the  wide  open  spaces.  Hunter  and 
Rives  played  junior  varsity  ball  last  year;  Rowe  is  a 
letterman  from  before  the  war;  and  Gruver  is  a  newcomer. 

The  hurling  staff  at  the  present  time  has  11  hopefuls 
among  its  ranks.

Spring  Football 


Despite  a  snow-laden  playing  field,  Coach  Morgan 
Tiller  managed  to  hold  a  brief  but  effective  spring  football 
practice  this  year.  The  main  purpose  of  the  early  drills 
was  to  get  a  preview  of  the  kind  of  material  that  will  form 
the  1948  edition  of  the  Tiger  gridiron  team,  and  at  the  same 
time  try  to  familiarize  the  players  with  the  T  formation 
and  its  variations,  which  the  Tigers  will  use  again  in  the 
coming  season. 

The  main  emphasis  in  the  rough  work  was  placed  on 
fundamentals — something  which  was  noticeably  lacking 
throughout  the  bitter  campaign  last  fall.  Although  other 
sports  kept  some  of  the  footballers  away,  the  early  foot- 
ball session  should  prove  beneficial  in  shaping  up  the 
team  next  September. 

The  climax  of  the  drills  was  an  intra-squad  game  staged 
just  before  the  students  left  for  Easter  holidays.  After 
more  than  an  hour  of  hard  and  scoreless  battling,  the 
Garnet  team  finally  shook  Lynn  Chewning  loose  on  a 
naked  reverse  for  60  vards  and  a  6-0  win. 


Rev.  Edwin  Taliaferro  Wellford,  D.  D. 

Dr.  Wellford  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  College 
with  the  A.  B.  degree  in  1891,  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1910  from  his  Alma  Mater,  and  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  since  1937.  For 
many  years  he  was  the  Pastor  and  builder  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Newport  News,  Ya.;  he  was  a 
leader  in  the  Norfolk  Presbytery;  and  useful  in  the  Synod. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  active  and  wise  in  its  management.  When  the 
duties  of  the  pastorate  became  too  numerous  and  exacting, 
he  was  made  Pastor  Emeritus.  The  church  now  has  three 
pastors:  Dr.  Wellford,  Emeritus;  Dr.  P.  K.  Buckles, 
active;  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Sheer,  Jr.,  assistant. 

On  December  7,  1947,  the  members  of  the  church  held  a 
service  honoring  the  dear  friend  who  still  lives  amon;  them 
at  66,  33d  Street,  Newport  News.  The  Church  Bulletin 
for  the  day  states:  "This  Bulletin  is  affectionately  dedi- 
cated to  our  beloved  pastor  Emeritus,  Dr.  E.  T.  Wellford." 

Under  a  picture  of  Dr.  Wellford  is  written  this  expression 
of  love:  "The  officers  of  this  church,  Elders  and  Deacons, 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  the  Bible  School,  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Young  People,  all  the  members  of  our  church  and 
our  many  friends  join  today  in  honoring  one  beloved  by  so 
many  in  our  church,  in  the  community,  and  far  and  wide 
in  this  broad  land  of  ours — Dr.  Wellford." 

And  as  a  fine  and  final  touch  of  love  and  sympathy,  these 
words  are  added — "The  flowers  in  the  church  today  are  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Wellford." 

These  are  no  empty  words,  but  express  the  sincere 
affection  of  loyal  friends  for  one  who  served  so  long  and  so 
well  as  pastor  and  spiritual  guide.
